FOLLOWING IS US LOS DEL TRANSLATION OF OFFICIAL PROVISIONAL

RECORD. NOT YET RELEASED BY UN, OF MARCH 13 EXCHANGE BY US 
AND CHINESE REPS IN COMMITTEE I OF SEABEDS COMMITTEE. 

TAPES OF EXCHANGE MAY BE AVAILABLE FOR AUDIT, ON MORNING 
MARCH 15, AND WE WILL ATTEMPT TO DETERMINE IF IN FACT 
CHINESE STATEMENT MENTIONED SHANGHAI COMMUNIQUE. 

2. BEGIN UNCLASSIFIED. BEGIN TEXT. 

HSIA PU ( CHINA) SAID THAT, ACCORDING TO THE SECRETARY 
OF THE COMMITTEE, THIS DOCUMENT HAD BEEN DISTRIBUTED WITH 
THE AGREEMENT OF THE CHAIRMAN. THE CHINESE DELEGATION 
TAKES NOTE THAT THIS INVOLVES AN OFFICIAL DOCUMENT OF THE 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES. IT ALSO TAKES NOTE 
AT THE SAME TIME THAT ON PAGE 26 OF THE DOCUMENT REFER- 
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ENCE IS MADE TO THE REPUBLIC OF CHINA ( TAIWAN). THE 
CHINESE DELEGATION CONSIDERS SUCH A MENTION AS AN UN- 
FRIENDLY ACT TOWARD THE CHINESE PEOPLE. IT PROTESTS TO 
THE DELEGATION OF THE UNITED STATES AND ASKS THAT IT 
AVOID A REPETITION OF SUCH A SITUATION. IT REMINDS THE 
CHAIRMAN OF THE SUBCOMMITTEE THAT IT IS CONTRARY TO THE 
SPIRIT OF THE RESOLUTIONS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY TO 
DISTRIBUTE DOCUMENTS WHICH MANUFACTURE TWO CHINAS. 

3. CHAIRMAN ASSURED THE REPRESENTATIVE OF CHINA THAT HE 
TOOK NOTE OF HIS OBSERVATIONS. 

4. US ( ALT REP TO SUBCOMMITTEE I, RATINER) REP UNDERLINED 
THAT HIS DELEGATION REGRETTED SEEING POLITICAL CON- 
SIDERATIONS INTRUDED INTO A GEOLOGICAL STUDY. HE STATED THAT 
THE POSITION OF HIS GOVERNMENT ON THIS SUBJECT IS WELL KNOWN 
AND HE REAFFIRMED THE DESIRE OF HIS DELEGATION TO CONTRIBUTE 
TO THE WORK OF THE SUBCOMMITTEE IN PROVIDING IT WITH THE 
FULLEST INFORMATION POSSIBLE. 

5. MR. HSIA PU ( CHINA) DECLARED THAT HIS DELEGATION IS 
NOT ABLE TO ACCEPT THE STATEMENT OF THE UNITED STATES 
REPRESENTATIVE. HE REPEATED THAT IN NEITHER THE UNITED 
NATIONS OR ANY OF ITS SPECIALIZED INSTITUTIONS IS HIS 
DELEGATION ABLE TO TOLERATE MANEUVERS TENDING TO MANUFAC- 
TURE TWO CHINAS. ON BOTH SIDES ON THE STRAIT OF TAIWAN 

THE POPULATION RECOGNIZES ONLY ONE CHINA. IN THESE 
CONDITIONS THE CHINESE DELEGATION DOES NOT UNDERSTAND 
WHY THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES MENTIONS THE 
REPUBLIC OF CHINA IN THE DOCUMENT WHICH ITS DELEGATION 
HAS DISTRIBUTED AND IT HOPES THAT IN THE FUTURE IT 
WILL AVOID REPETITION OF SUCH A SITUATION. 

6. THE CHAIRMAN REPLIED THAT HIS ATTITUDE WITH REGARD 
TO DIFFERENCES LIKE THIS IS WELL KNOWN. HE COULD ONLY 
ENCOURAGE THE MEMBERS OF THE SUBCOMMITTEE NOT TO 
DEVIATE FROM THE PURPOSE OF THE DEBATE. END TEXT. 

7. US DEL HAD NOT PLANNED ANY RESPONSE TO FIRST 
CHINESE INTERVENTION BUT DID SO AFTER RECEIVING PERSONAL 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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MESSAGE FROM CHAIRMAN OF SUBCOMMITTEE REQUESTING US TO 
MAKE BRIEF REPLY. US ALTERNATE REP DID NOT RESPOND TO SECOND 
CHINESE INTERVENTION.
